DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 15-27 and 29-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 15, 
the prior art of record does not disclose identifying a frequency-encoding feature on a frequency- 
specific component prior to gripping the frequency-specific component with the placing 
apparatus, the frequency-encoding feature indicating an operating frequency of the frequency- 
specific component; accepting the frequency-specific component for connection to the high- 
frequency assembly if the frequency-encoding feature indicates that the frequency- specific 
component is a correct component for the assembly; and rejecting the frequency- specific 
component for connection to the high-frequency assembly if the frequency-encoding feature 
indicates that the frequency- specific component is not the correct component for the assembly. 

Regarding claim 29, the prior art of record does not disclose a sensor to detect a 
frequency-encoded feature associated with the frequency-specific component that indicates an 
operating frequency of the frequency- specific component; a controller operatively connected to 
the sensor and configured to: receive a signal from the sensor responsive to the detection of the 
frequency-encoded feature; and control the placing apparatus to place the frequency- specific 
component on the assembly, or to reject the frequency -specific component based on the received 
signal prior to the component being taken up by the placing apparatus.
